CUMBERLAND VALLEY LODGE No. 315, F. & A. M. 


A Warrant was granted by the R. W. Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania 
December 6th, 1824, authorizing the estabishment of a Lodge at Ship- 
pensburg, Pa., to be called "'Silensia Lodge No. 198". This Warrant was 


vacated by the Grand Lodge on February 6, 1837, for non-payment of 
Grand Lodge dues. 


Shippensburg, Pa., November 14, 1857—''At a meeting of several 
members of the Masonic Fraternity, held at the office of John Wanderlich, 
to consult and take some measures in regards to restoring Silensia Lodge 
No. 198 or to making application for a new Warrant to establish a Masonic 
Lodge. So began the minutes dated as above and so began the history 
of Cumberland Valley Lodge No. 315. 


It was evidently the opinion of those present at the above meeting 
that with such a record, Silensia Lodge No. 198 should not be revived. 
Hence, the Masons present signed an application for a Warrant for a 
new Lodge to be known as Cumberland Valley Lodge, and two brethren 
were designated as a committee to secure a Lodge room suitable for 
meetings. Under date of January 14, 1858, this committee reported 
that they had secured the Odd Fellows room and furniture for five years 
at an annual rent of $35.00. Consequently Brother Henry Ruby was 
directed to go to Philadelphia and secure jewels, aprons, and necessary 
equipment to open a Lodge. A committee was assigned the task of 
drawing up satisfactory By-Laws. These original By-Laws were unique in 
many respects for in them we find a section permitting a visiting brother 
to attend one meeting of the Lodge free of charge but requiring a fee 
of 25c for each visit thereafter, not to exceed a total of four, when a 
vote of the Lodge was required for admission in addition to the fee. 
When a ballot was to be taken, according to the 1858 version of the 
By-laws, the Senior Deacon was to furnish each member with both a white 
and a black ball, then proceed to receive from each member his ballot, 
in a box handed around for that purpose. When the result of the ballot 
had been announced ''the remaining balls shall be collected'""—so reads 
the By-laws which had received the approval of Grand Lodge. 


Cumberland Valley Lodge No. 315 was warranted January II, 1858, 
to be held at Shippensburg, Pa. This application was signed by the fol- 
lowing list of brethren: 


Henry Ruby, Sr., Merchant, Lodge No. 262, Orrstown, Pa. 
James Calder, Minister of the Gospel, Lodge No. 21, Harrisburg, Pa. 
F, A. Rupley, Minister of the Gospel, Lodge No. 262, Orrstown, Pa.

AND WE DO FURTHER AUTHORIZE and EMPOWER our said trusty 
and well beloved Brethren Henry Ruby, Sr., James Calder and F. A. 
Rupley to admit and make FREE MASONS, according to the most 
Ancient and Honorable Custom of the Royal Craft, in all ages and nations 
throughout the known world, and not contrarywise. And we do further 
Empower and Appoint the said Henry Ruby, Sr., James Calder, and F. 
A. Rupley and their successors to hear and determine all and singular 
matters and things relating to the Craft within the jurisdiction of the 
said Lodge. And lastly, We do hereby authorize and empower our said 
trusty and well-beloved Brethren, Henry Ruby, Sr., James Calder and 
F. A. Rupley to install their Successors, being first duly Elected and 
Chosen, to whom they shall deliver this Warrant: and to invest them 
with all the powers and dignities to their office respectively belonging, 
and such successors shall, in like manner, from time to time, install their 
successors, etc. etc. etc. Such installation to be upon or near St. John 
the Evangelist's Day, during the continuance of this Lodge, forever. 
Provided, Always, That the said above Brethren, and their successors, pay 
due respert to this Right Worshipful Grand Lodge, and the Ordinances 
thereof, otherwise this Warrant to be of no force or effect.

Brother Herman M. Johnston, Acting R. W. Grand Master then pro- 
ceeded in regular form to the installation of Bro. Henry Ruby, Sr., Wor- 
shipful Master of Cumberland Valley Lodge No. 315, none but Past 
Masters Masons being present. The Master Masons who had retired 
were then readmitted and Bro. James Calder was introduced and installed 
Senior Warden. Bro. F. A. Rupley was introduced and installed Junior 
Warden. Bro. Jacob Heck was introduced and installed Treasurer and 
finally Bro. John Wanderlich was introduced and installed Secretary, 
according to the most ancient customs of the Royal Craft. There being 


no further business the Lodge was closed in harmony and ancient form. 


One week after the constitution of Cumberland Valley Lodge No. 
315, the first application for membership was received and a growing 
Lodge was launched with the proceeds from a $200.00 note, apparently 
the only resources. John Atlee Kunkle was the first Mason made in our 
Lodge. Applications to the number of seventeen were presented during 
the first year at a fee of $20.00 for initiation and membership but with 
the rigid requirement that each candidate stand for examination in 
the open Lodge on his proficiency in each degree before he could be 
advanced. 


At the first regular election in December, 1858, two brethren were 
appointed by District Deputy Grand Master, Herman Johnston, as tellers 
to count the votes cast, resulting in the re-election of Bro. Ruby as Wor- 
shipful Master along with all the other regular officers. These were duly 
installed on the night of the election, yearly dues of $4.00 per member 
were received and $4.60 granted to the District Deputy Grand Master 
for his expenses. 


Brother John Wanderlich became Worshipful Master in 1861, and 
the. auditing committee after reporting the Lodge in a prosperous condi- 
tion recommended that the Treasurer be authorized to "loan $50.00 for 
60 days’. Brother Ruby was again called to serve as Master during the 
war years which were beginning to have a telling effect upon the Lodge 
Officers; pro-tems opened meeting after meeting, notes were made and 
renewed because of lack of funds, in spite of the fact that during 1864 
and 1865, a total of thirty-six Masons were made. Brethren in the armed 
services were exempt from dues during the period of the war, others paid 
a mere 25c or 30c ata time. On October 8, 1862, the Worshipful Master 
announced the first battle casualty, Brother David S. Miller, who fell in 
defense of his country at the battle of Antietam. The Lodge drafted an 
appropriate resolution and the room was draped in mourning for a period 


of 30 days. 


Brother Henry Ruby served in the East until 1865, stepping down 
from that Station with the satisfaction that during his service, new 
quarters had been secured and furnished in Ruby Hall, with complete 
cooperation from everyone, including the Ladies Aid Society. There is 
a particular record made of an expression of appreciation to the ladies 
for their service in laying the carpet in the new Masonic Hall, an acknow- 
ledgement which was later repaid when the same group presented the 
Lodge a Bible at the dedication of their new Lodge room. 


In spite of trying times, the hand of Masonic Charity was extended, 
especially on November 10, 1864, when the Lodge voted to donate $50.00 
to their suffering Brethren in Chambersburg. In the same period, under 


date of May 12, 1865, the Lodge passed a fitting tribute of respect for 
Brother Abraham Lincoln (never actually made a Mason) and directed 
that the Lodge room be draped in mourning for a period of 60 days. 


Several notable years passed, with the usual petitions and resolutions 
including the following: One to dispense with spittoons in the Lodge room, 
one to summon a brother to answer charges preferred against him for 
intoxication (which charges were later dropped after a severe reprimand 
by the Worshipful Master had brought forth a promise by the offender 
to reform) and a proposal to fine the Secretary a sum of $5.00 for neglect- 
ing to make out the annual report—from which he was later exonerated. 
It was even on one occasion during this period that a regular election was 
held while a Fellowcraft Lodge was open, causing the election to be 
declared invalid and necessitating a special dispensation to hold another 
election in January of the following year. 


The reconstruction period was now making progress and in response 
to many worthy requests for aid, a tax of 25c per member was levied in 
1867 to replenish the treasury while the fee for initiation and membership 
was raised to $30.00. 


The night of June 17, 1869, was a notable one in our Masonic history 
as it was upon that occasion that a Table Lodge was held with members 
and visitors present from Carlisle, Chambersburg, Orrstown, Newville, 
Mechanicsburg, Gettysburg, Tamaqua and such distant jurisdiction as 
Lisbon, Portugal. So far as can be determined this was one of the earliest 
instances of a Table Lodge in the Cumberland Valley and a toast was 
given to every Lodge represented on this occasion. 


The Lodge Hall, known as Ruby Hall was located on the second floor 
at the corner of Earl and Orange Streets and progressive members were 
anxious to move. In February 1870, it was on motion, resolved that 
Cumberland Valley Lodge No. 315, because of the noisy festivities in the 
hall below, inconvenience of access and badly constructed sidewalls, 
change its location to the third floor of the First National Bank Building 
at a low bid of $75.00 per year. It was completely furnished at a cost of 
$608.00. The dues were now set at $5.00 per year and the stated meet- 
ings the second and fourth Friday of each month. Thus a new era was 
begun in our Masonic experience—but not without some crises and re- 
percussions, which threatened to mar the harmony and good order thereof. 
The old lodge room which had been leased for a period of years was 
sublet to a colored secret society, and so began a controversy which cul- 
minated in the resignation from the Lodge of its oldest and best beloved 
Past Master. It was only after years of practicing the principles of bro- 
therly love and affection that this misfortunate breach was healed and 
Brother Ruby welcomed back in 1880 into the Lodge of which he was the 


Father, with a reception and appropriate ceremonies. On this notable 
occasion, he responded with a lengthy address full of Masonic Gems of 
thought, such as "'l shall never forget the early days of Cumberland 
Valley Lodge. With barely the requisite number required for a charter, 
Cumberland Valley Lodge, No. 315, was organized and in a short time, 
grew up to be one of the most respected and honored Lodges in the dis- 
trict. The feeling of unity and the purity of Masonic teachings were the 
chief causes that gave the Lodge the high character she attained in the 
Craft throughout the Masonic jurisdiction. My prayer is that she may 
ever attain this proud, glorious, and honored position and show unto the 
outside world that the ways of Masonry are ways of pleasantness and her 
paths are peace.’ 


On May 13, 1871, a communication was received from the Chairman 
of the Committee of Arrangements of Cumberland Valley State Normal 
School asking this Lodge to participate in making arrangements for laying 
_ the Cornerstone of the Building on the 3Ist inst. In consideration of which 
Past Master George Cole moved that the communication be received, 
and the Grand Master be duly notified and that a Committee of Five (5} 
be appointed to represent Cumberland Valley No. 315, to carry out the 
necessary arrangements. The following Masons were appointed: D. K. 
Wagner, George B. Cole, Samuel L. Addams, S. L. Henderson and William 
Baughman. On June 9, 1871, the Committee reported that they had 
performed the duty assigned then and that the Cornerstone with proper 
ceremonies had been laid. 


The Lodge was now twenty-five years old and operating in peace and 
harmony, entering, passing and raising members with usual regularity. 
The rent had dropped to $50.00 a year with the promise from the Bank 
to put gas pipes into the Lodge room. Brother Fred Perlett was now 
Worshipful Master, William Geesaman was Secretary and George B. Cole 
our Representative in Grand Lodge. The Lodge was now called off from 
labor during July and August, in contrast to the twelve monthly sessions 
held up to this time according to Masonic Law. In fact, except for 
occasional changes in equipment and structure of the Lodge room and 
the usual recommendations, business and work was usually routine. It can 
be noted, that in October 1891, Brother John B. Hykes was Entered, 
Passed and Raised in one evening, by special dispensation, due to his return 
to China as a missionary even though he was not balloted on and approved 
until November of the same year. It is interesting also to note 
that an Entered Apprentice or Fellowcraft was required to satisfac- 
torily pass an examination before advancement and we find a record of 
one candidate in 1892, after such a test in open Lodge being found in 
need of further instruction before advancement, being referred to a 


special committee appointed by the Worshipful Master. 


The financial condition of the Lodge had now improved to such a 
degree that in 1901, the Worshipful Master, Brother Joseph Barton ap- 
pointed a committee to select a proper Past Masters jewel to be present- 
ed to the Past Masters of Cumberland Valley Lodge, No. 315, in recog- 
nition of their services, said jewel to be the standard style to be presented 
to retiring Masters and costing at that time approximately $9.00. 

A Celebration of the Sesqui-Centennial Anniversary of the initiation 
into the Fraternity of Freemasons of Brother George Washington was held 
under the auspicies of the combined Lodges of Cumberland County, in 
the Masonic Hall, North Pitt Street, Carlisle, Pa., on Friday, November 7, 
1902. The following Lodges were represented and took part in the pro- 
gram: Cumberland Star Lodge No. 197, St. John's Lodge No. 260, Eureka 
Lodge No. 302, Cumberland Valley Lodge No. 315, and Big Spring Lodge 
No. 361.

Samuel E. Basehore, Worshipful 
Master, Eureka Lodge No. 302. The Lodge closed at 8:00 P. M. and all 


were invited to the Banquet. The total expenditures amounting 





to $347.40 for dinner, souvenirs, program, orchestra, decorations, flowers, 
rent of school auditorium, etc.

The Fiftieth Anniversary Celebration eventually led to some agita- 
tion for more room and subsequently a committee reported that they had 
secured a second floor front room in the Bank Building "with an ante-room 
for a culinary department," at an additional rent of $25.00 per year for 
the purpose of holding banquets, luncheons etc. Orders for the payment 
of bills were being drawn on D. Edwin Hamilton, Treasurer, a young Past 
Master, who served his Lodge as Treasurer for 45 years, establishing a 
record for continuous service with a regularity and faithfulness as to make 
him a land mark of our Fraternity. 


Not many years had elapsed when the first big celebration was held 
in the new banquet room, commemorating the 125th Anniversary of the 
Independence of the Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania, an event featured by 
inspiring addresses by Past Masters George B. Cole and W. Boyd Morrow. 
This seemed to add impetus and interest in Freemasonry. In spite of the 
issuing of an edict by Grand Lodge requiring a $20.00 Masonic Home 
Fee be paid out of the initiation and membership fee, necessitating the 
raising of the fee for initiation and membership to $60.00, 22 members 
in 1916 brought the total membership to 113. In fact had not War 
again cast its dark shadows over the World, the growth of Cumberland 


Valley Lodge might well have been exceptional. Once again in 1918, 
it became the Worshipful Masters sad duty to announce the death of 
Bro. Oscar Hykes "'somewhere in France." Brother Clarence Musser, 
District Deputy Grand Master and Bro. Samuel Goodyear, R. W. Grand 
Junior Warden visited the Lodge on Sept. 9, 1919, to honor the memory 
of Bro. P. M. George B. Cole. 





PRESENT LODGE ROOM 
Meets on Third Floor of First National Bank Building 


On January !, 1920, the order was given to vacate the Lodge and 
banquet room within three months, in order that the owners might make 
extensive improvements. Since no other suitable rooms were available, 
it was necessary to omit all meetings from May to November of that 
year, when the present splendid rooms were leased at a rent of $300.00 
per year and equipped in the year 1925 at a cost of $2,118.00. This same 
year the Lodge instituted a custom of giving a Masonic Edition of the 
Bible to all new candidates. In 1926, a very able committee made a 
complete revision of the By-Laws, in which the initiation and membership 
fee set at $75.00 in 1922, was raised to $100.00 and the salaries of the 
Treasurer, Secretary and Tyler fixed at a figure befitting a Lodge of over 
150 members and promising further growth. 


A special meeting of Cumberland Valley Lodge No. 315 in joint 
meeting with Orrstown Lodge No. 262, Free and Accepted Masons, com- 
memorating Two Hundred Years of Freemasonry in Pennsylvania was ob- 
served October 16, 1931. There were 62 Members and 44 Visiting 
Brethren present. After the program the Lodge was closed and a 


delicious banquet was served by Bro. John B. Morrison, in the Blue Room 
of the Morrison Hotel, now the American Legion Home.

Cumberland Valley Lodge No. 315 was greatly honored in 1937 by 
the appointment of our Past Master and Representative in Grand Lodge, 
Bro. Alexander Stewart to the distinguished office of District Deputy 
Grand Master of the 3rd District and in whose honor a testimonial dinner 
was held in the College Dining Room and attended by Grand Officers 
and representatives of every Lodge in his District. 


The Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania issued instructions to all Subordi- 
nate Lodges, June 5, 1940, advising that all members in good standing 
having served their Lodge for fifty or more years, would receive a gold 
lapel button designated ''Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania F. & A. M. 50 
years of service.’

For many years it was difficult for members in this District to obtain 
Masonic Instruction. This problem was presented to Grand Lodge, after 
which a Warrant was issued for a school of instruction to be known as 
“The Carlisle School of Instruction." It was organized by our District 
Deputy Grand Master, Bro. Alexander Stewart and Bro. Andrew Schroder, 


head of the Grand Lodge School. It consists of all the Lodges of the 
3rd district, and is for the benefit of all officers and members who want 
to perfect the work of the three degrees as the Grand Lodge has approved. 


The initiation and membership fee since 1956 is $150.00 of which 
$60.00 is paid over to Grand Lodge for the support of the Masonic Homes. 
The annual dues are $10.00 and for those members who have twenty-five 
years of service or more the dues are $7.00. 


For many years this Lodge met on the second Friday of each month, 
Since January 3, 1957, the time of meeting has been changed to the 
first Thursday of each month. 


The existence of this lodge for the first sixty years had many problems 
to overcome for survival. At the time of its constitution, the Anti- 
Masonic crusade was effective, the Civil War, the panics of 1873 and 
1893, and a long period of factional animosity deferred its progress. 


Following this period a steady growth in membership over the last 
forty years and a systematic system of accounting has enabled us to 
reach our present status. 


The community outside our hallowed walls has been unaware of 
what went on inside them. Yet itis probably true that not one life was 
lived in this community as the century passed without having been in- 
directly touched and blessed by the influence of what was taught here 
and then was quietly exemplified by the Brethren as they went about 
their daily work and their life among friends as well as family. 


It is altogether fitting and proper that Cumberland Valley Lodge 
No. 315, should celebrate the rounding out of a century since its Charter 
was granted. Only Eternity will reveal how many lives were steadied, 
how often dark places had light thrown upon them, how widely Friend- 
ship, Brotherly Love, Charity and Affection were dispersed because a 
company of faithful men maintained the traditions of Freemasonry and 
made a sincere effort to carry out its principles in their daily life.
